SHOULD ALMON B. THOMSON BE MADE 
TO ANSWER FOR HIS CRIMES? 


Provident Savings Bank Was Wrecked! 
in a Most Shameless Manner and 
Many Think the Law Should Be En- 
forced Even at This, Late Day—What 
the Sheriff Has to Zar.

Information received from New York since 
Thomson was interviewed in ‘his humble 
quarters: ae to the effect that & few stage 
effects were brought into play at that time. 
It is stated that he is doing ‘fairly well and 
is far from feeling the pinch of poverty he so 
picturesquely described and his surround - 
ngs indiqated. 

Taking every thing into consideration 
„Prince Hal’’ is considered a very lucky 
fugitive from justice. : 

The pathetic story of Almon B. Thomson, 
the absconding cashier of the defunct Provi- 
dent Savings Bank, as printed exclusively in 
the »sUNDAY Post-DispaTcH, has revived 
memories of one of the wmiost villain- 
ous bank wrecks in the country. 
While Almon B. Thomson was the central 
figure in the crime there were others whose 
criminal carelessness and negligepce in 
managing the affairs of dhe Provident Bank 
justified the officersof the law instituting 
prosecutions. 

Thomson’s story as told dy bim in the 
dimly-lighted and scantily furnished rooms 
of a Harlem boarding-house, as given ex- 
clusively inthe SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH, was 
pathetic in the extreme, while the presence 
of the faithful wife and daughter whom he 
had disgraced and dragged down with him 
tothe depths of poverty and desolation 
made it even pitiful, but it does not exoner- 
ate him of his crime. 

There are in the hands of the Sheriff of St. 
Louis to-day two warrants for his arrest. 

They were sworn out against him seven 
years ago by Thomas H. Swain, the indig- 
nant vice-president of the bank, whose 
vaults Thomson had robbed and then fied to 
Canada. 

One charges him with grand larceny and 
the other with embezzlement, the amount 
in each case being the same, $40,000. 

The first of these is as follows:

The second warrant cuarges Almon B. 
Thomson with fraudulently and feloniousiy 
embezzling and converting to his own use 
$40,000, the personal prgperty of the Prov- 
ident Savings Bank.

Both of these warrants were issued on July 
16, 1886, and there has never been any return 
made on them. 

No effort was ever made, except by the 
Post-DIsPaTcn, in California and again in 
New York City, to follow up Thomson after 
his flight to Canada. In fact, from the time 
his defalcation was made good by his father, 
both he and his father seem to have been 
forgotten until the memory of it was re- 
vived by the sult filed by E. A. B. Garesche,

According to his own story Thomson has 
been in this country since sember, 1886.

ON SUSPICION. 


A Ship From Hamburg Held in Quar- 
*antine at New York. 


New YorK, Oct. 9.—Upon the arrival in 
port of the steamer Russia of the Hamburg- 
American Packet Line, Health Officer Jenkins 
was notified that there had been five deaths 
aboard the vessel and three cases of sickness. 
The ship's doctors reported that none of the 
cases were due tocholera, but Dr. Jenkins, 
after an examination of the ship and its pas- 
sengers, declared that he would have to de- 
tain the vessel and make a further investiga- 
tion. The Russia left Hamburg, Sept. 24, 
with 13 in the first cabin, 28 in the 
second and 410 in the steerage. Cath- 
erine Lutje of Altina died on the 


26th; Ida Stubb, aged 1 year, on the 27th; 
Bertha Schul, 18 years old, on the 30th; Miss

BECAME HIS COUNTRY’S IDOL. 
The completion of the canal brought De 

Lesseps a surfeit of honors. He received 
decorations from nearly every country in 


Europe. Queen Victoria’s gift was his nomil- 


mation as an honorary knight grand com- 


mander of the Order of the Star of India. The 
freedom of the city of London was also pre- 


sented to him. France idolized him and 
decorated him witn the cross of the Legion 
of Honor. In 1873 he was chosen a free mem- 
ber of the French Academy. He publisheda 
history of tae canal in 1875, and in 1881 was 
elected President of the French Geographical 
Society. The English Government endeav- 
ored to secure his services in cutting a second 
fanal, but the negotiations fell through 
owing to opposition in the House of Com- 
mons and the subsequent absorption by 


* British capitalists of a controlling interest 


in the existing canal. 

Turning to the New World, De Lesseps pro- 
posed a canal through the Isthmus of Pan- 
arma, a more gixantic work than that at Suez. 

The history bf the Panama Canal enter- 
prise was fully told in the expose made in 
the French courts of the past year. May,1879, 
De Lesseps called a congtess of statisticians, 
engineers and acientists to meet in Paris to 
decide upon one of several proposed plans. 
A canal by the way of the Chagres and Rio 
Grande rivers met the approval ofa majority 
of the 134 members ofthe congress. The es- 
timated cost of the necessary fifty-four miles 
of water way was $120,000,000, which has since 
proved to be only a small part of the 
colossal sum needed to complete the canal. 
The concession which had been previously 
secured from the Columbian Government by 
M. Bonaparte Wyse, was purchased and the 
Panama Canal Co. was immediately organ- 
ized. Owing to numerous complications the 
subscription books were not opened tothe 
public until 1881. In the meantime the 
scheme had deen widely exploited. The 
French were confident of De Lesseps’ ability 
to succpssfully accomplish the building of a 
second Suez. Subscriptions poured in at an 
astonishing rate. The number soon reached 
thé half-million mark. All France, every 
villazce and city, was financially interested. 
Never wasa public subscription so popular. 
The company was launched with $150,000,000 
of capital.

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Abduction a Noted Bank Swindler. 

Durnotr. Mich., Oct. Obe France, the 
man who, it is said, planned the abduction 
of wealthy Mr. Perrien, has a record as 
a swindler that marks bim one of 
the brightest and boldest rogues of the time. 
He is identified as the Lyman J. Lamb, who, 
at Chicago, in April last swindled Attorney 
Jacob Newman out of 888, 00 Newman 
identified Lamb and indorsed drafts for 
large amounts for him, which were cashed 
at the Herman Schaffner & Co. bank in that 
city. The money was tobe used in making 
& payment on real estate which Lamb had 
purchased through Newman. Onthe way to 
Newman’s office Lamb managed to pass the

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A NEWSPAPER SERMON. 


In publishing an account of the present 
circumstances and the career of Almon B. 
Thomson since his defalcation and flight 
from this city seven years ago, yesterday’s 
SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH accomplished 
more than the getting and printing of an 
exclusige piece of news of absorbing in- 
terest—it presented to the public a great 
moral lesson. 

The story of the experiences of Thomson 
and his devoted wife and daughters is a 
tragedy of life, a tragedy of crime and its 
consequences, more impressive than any 
that could be presented on the stage or 
in the pages of fiction. All the elements 
of tragedy are found in the incidents of 
this man’s life. The unerring develop- 
ment of effect from cause, of consequence 
from the act, is illustrated with impres- 
sive force in the history of this crime, The 
transformation from ease, happiness and

tains the bitterest heart pangs that can 
lie hatween the introduction and denoue- 
ment of human tragedy. 

The story of the man’s downfall, of the 
blighted promise of brilliant manhood, 
the loss of honor and confidence, the help- 
less and hopeless struggle against poverty 
so pathetically expressed in the manner, 
words and surroundings of Almon B. 
Thomson holds bitterness enough, but it 
becomes gall and wormwood of remorse to 
the husband and father to seea loving 
wife and tender daughters sharing his 
hardship and humiliation, to know that 
the bowed heads, pinched cheeks and 
wrung hearts of his nearest and dearest are 
of his own making. This is the iron of 
wrongedoing which scorches the soul. 

The Thomson case differs from others of 
its kind only in the accidents of detail,and 
inthus vividly depicting the invariable 
operation of the moral law from the facts of 
human life the newspaper serves as a great 
moral teacher. Onesuch true picture of 
the consequences of reckless pursuit of 
pleasure or gain andof the first step in 
crime is worth a volume of sermons on the 
ahstract principles of morality.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 


In his interview in yesterday’s SUNDAY 
Post-DiIsPATCH, Mr. George Gould showed 
that he holds some excellent views of the 
relations which should exist between the 
Government and private enterprises, but 
his objections to any interference with 
the business of railroad corporations must 
be taken with more than ordinary allow- 
ance. 

As a practical railroad manager and 
heavy owner of railroad properties, Mr. 
Gould views this matter wholly from the 
standpoint of the railroad corporation. He 
is naturally opposed to any interfer- 
ence which tends to check the power 
and limit the earning and absorbing 
capacity of railroad corporations. It is 
not to be expected that Mr. Gould will ad- 
mit the necessity of interference in behalf 
of the people, although no one is in bet- 
ter position than he to know the fact and 
the reason of such necessity. 

How far Mr. Gould is warranted in 
charging the diminished activity in rail- 
road building to Governmental interfer- 
ence and how far it is under prevailing 
conditions an evil are matters which can 
only be determined by an exhaustive 
examination of the facts. It is fair to pre- 
sume, however, that the railroads which 
are not built are not pressingly needed, 
and that so-called ‘‘unfriendly legisla- 
tion’’ is only one of the many factors in- 
fluencing railroad building. But in calling 
attention to the decrease in building ac- 
tivity Mr. Gould has suggested the feature 
in the railroad situation of the greatest tm- 
port to the public,of which this fact nn 
sents only half the truth. 

The railroad reports for last year show 
slight activity in railroad building, but 
great activity in railroad watering. 
With little increased mileage the figures 
show that in the year 1892 the increase in 
railroad capitalization amounted to 
278,119. This enormous sum largely rep- 
resented the issue of stock dividends or 
their equivalents and the ballooning of 
railroad securities by re-organization and 
the absorption of minor companies by big 
systems.

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AFTER THE BALL. 


The time nas arrived when the base ball 
player can rest his mind. The season is 
over, and a long winter of leisure is before 
him. It is, perhaps, to be regretted that 
the inclemency of the weather robs the 
public of so much of the usefulness of the 
ball athlete. While heis missed by the 
people his long period of inactivity tends 
to unfit him for the noble game, which 
really requires eternal vigilance, like lib- 
erty. 

With the ballexpert thus thrust into a 
condition of prolonged idleness, there is 
danger that he may weaken his powers by 
literary or philosophical indulgence. He 
may haunt the libraries or expend his 
princely salary on expensive volumes that 
have no bearing whatever upon his pro- 
fession, and that will only tend to lead 
him away from his life work. In follow- 
ing Herbert Spencer or Henry George he 
may lose sight of the real demands of the 
age, and when the expectant fans of the 
new season note his deterioration in the 
opening games, they will grieve as only 
devotees can grieve when they discover 
that their idol has been tampered with. 

Whatever may be our forebodings, how- 
ever, let us not forget the triumphs of the 
season just closed: Though, as an able 
ball writer of Philadelphia observes, ‘‘the 
death of the old base ball year throws for a 
moment a pall over the festivities,’’ there 
are reasons for rejoicing as well as mourn- 
ing. Virtually it was a year of renais- 
sange, says he. It is true that our own 
Browns did not renais“ so much as we 
expected, but the valuable experience 
they have acquired in two yearsof suc- 
cessive adversity may do wonders for 
them in another season.

No Grand-Jury Report To-Day — Tran- 
script Filed in a Land Case. 

The transcript in the case of James M. 
Dewees, Jr., against Jacob R. Rheinhart and 
Frederick Fieser was filed this morning in the 
United States Court of Appeals. The 
plaintiff alleged that for a period of 
more than five years he had been in 


possession of a tfact of land in Salina County, 
Neb., valued at $3,000, which had been taken 
up by him under the homestead lay, but that 
the land officers of the United States had re- 
fused to give him a deed, and that 
the defendants claimed the land 
under a deed from David 8. Grey, 
This cast a cloud upon the title, w nien the 
plaintiff asked to have removed. The defend- 
ants denied that the plaintiff had been in 
ossession of the land, or had any title to it. 

he court decidediin favor of the aefendants, 
from which an appeal was taken.
